An Echo from Singapore. 


Application for an order to pre- 
sume the death of Tan Chow Kee 
was made at Singapore by Mr. W. 

H. Drummond tothe Acting Chief 
Justice, the hon'ble Mr. P. J. 
“proule, in the Supreme Coart on 
the 18h. inet. Mr. Drommand 
stated that Chow Kee was a prs: 
sengor on the steamer Hoo Mob, 
which left Singapore on Febrv- 

ary 23, 1921. and was wrecked 
between Hongkong and Swatow 
op March 3rd. 


His Lordship said there was no 
evidence in support of thea ap 
plication that the mao bad pot 
been beard of or that he was not 
in Singapore attending to bis 
business. 


Mr. Drummond stated that bis 
name did not appear in the list of 
survivors obtained from the 
manager of the Companys. 


His Lordship said it wes quite 
easy to say that 2 nomber of boats 
put into Swatow and a list of the 
occupants was appended, but to 
say that nobody except those was 
saved wes not convincing. The 
evidence was insufficient and he 
adjarned the case for additional 
evidence.
